were taken to a hospital. 

The crowd's fury had been aroused 
by delay encountered by a deputation 
to the legislature in gaining admit- 
tance. When they sighted the pre- 
mier, .they demanded he be turned 
over to them and listened grudgingly 
as the Reverends W. A. Godfrey, C. 
Johnson and Father Pippy urged 
them to disband. ‘The three clerzy- 
men took Sir Richard to a private 
residence near-by as the crowd milled 
about, uttering threat after threat to | 
the premier, 

Earlier in the day, police had mo- 
mentarily quelled a disturbance of pa- 
raders by swinging their batons lus- 
tily as the crowd sought entrance to 
the house. 

The premier later fled from the 
private residence, eluding the crowds 
milling about by leaving through a 
rear entrance. e demonstrators 
then raided the government ~ liqnor 
store and carried off all available 
— Gradually the disturbance 

ed down and the crowd dwindled 
to but a fragment of the original 
thousands, 

Today's disorders and government 
resignation came as the culmination 
of disagreement within the govern- 
ment party and a series of public 
demonstrations. 

Peter Cashin, minister of finance 
and customs, announced his resigna- 
tion and severance’ with the party on 
February 2. Subsequently, he charged 
in the house of assembly that Premier 
Squires had falsified minutes of the 
council in order to manipulate public 
funds, that Walter Skanes, member 
for St. Barbe, had converted to his 
own uses monies meant for his constit- 
uency, and that Dr. Alexander Camp- 
bell, member without portfolio, had 
refused to file income tax returns.

Paving Experiments 
Told to Engineers 


Georgia’s effort to obtain a 
cheaper and better pavement is be- 
ing made in the most effective lab- 
oratory possible, Dr. C. M. Strahan, 
dean of the engineering school of 
the University of Georgia, disclosed 
Tuesday.

opposed independence for the Philip- 


pines at this time, saying that Ameri- 
can withdrawal would he followed by 
flomination “by seme foreign power, 
probably either China or Japan.” 

Regarding this question, the Japa- 
nese government spokesman asserted 
tha’ the Philippine domination “would 
be as great a liability to Japan as it 
has been to the United States.” 

“We have declared for many years 
past and we reiterate now that Japan 
has ne desire to aeqnire the Philip- 
pines,” the spokesman. said, 

Japan has been unable to “fully di- 
gest Formosa,” he added, and the 
Philippines have a much larger area 
and population, with intricate and nu- 
merous racial problems. Formosa, the 
large island to the north of the Philip- 
pines, was ceded by China to Japan 
after the Sito-Japanese war.of 1894.

HEART DISEASE BLAMED 
IN DEATH OF CALDWELL 


Death from organic heart trouble
